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THE SCHOOL THIS SUMMER 

Artists, teachers, advanced students and begin¬ 
ners may find courses planned to develop their 
special interests at the California School of 
Fine Arts in the coming Summer Session, June 21 
to July 30. Twenty members of the regular 
School faculty will be joined by three distin¬ 
guished guest instructors in a program that is 
widely varied and concisely presented. 

PAINTING AND DRAWING 

Students of painting and drawing nrp offerer! 
a number of choices. Stanley William Hayter, 
internationally known painter, will conduct a 
special course for artists and advanced stu¬ 
dents. William Gaw, David Park, Hassel Smith 
and Clay Spohn will give other painting courses 
which range from landscape, figure, still life 
and watercolor to other forms of contemporary 
vision. Clyfford Still again will offer his courses 
in general questions of pictorial development. 
Figure composition and basic drawing courses 
are under the supervision of Elmer Bischoff, 
Richard Diebenkorn and Antonio Sotomayor. 
Squire Knowles is scheduled to present a course 
in objective drawing. 

SCULPTURE AND CERAMICS 

Helen Phillips, well known sculptor and guest 
instructor, will conduct the summer course in 
sculpture. Day and evening courses in ceramics 
are to be given by Whitney Atchley and Hal 
Riegger. 


PRINT-MAKING, DESIGN AND ILLUSTRATION 

Stanley William Hayter will give a course in 
print-making, a field in which he is preeminent 
here and abroad. Three courses in design and 
one in advertising layout are listed on the pro¬ 
gram. Ernest Mundt will supervise a course in 
workshop design; Jean Varda is scheduled to 
conduct a course in design and color; Franz 
Bergmann will offer two weekly afternoon 
classes in jewelry design. Students who are in¬ 
terested in the possibilities of advertising art as 
a career may enroll in Edmond Gross’s course 
in elementary considerations of layout. Paul 
Forster is scheduled to present a course in illus¬ 
tration two evenings a week. 

CONTEMPORARY ART 

Stanley William Hayter will give a series of six 
Thursday afternoon lectures in which he will 
discuss contemporary vision in the arts. 

PHOTOGRAPHY 

Edward Weston, celebrated photographer, 
joins Minor White and Frederick W. Quandt, 
Jr., in the special summer course in the mechan¬ 
ics of photography. He will conduct classes on 
held trips to Carmel. This summer no prerequi¬ 
sites are required of students who wish to enter 
the photography course. 

CHILDREN 

Children of school age may study at the school 
during the summer on Tuesday and Thursday 
mornings. 




MARIN GARDEN SHOW 

The Third Annual Marin Art and Garden Show 
will be held at the Marin Art and Garden Cen¬ 
ter, Ross, June 11 through 13. The theme this 
year is Art and Garden in 1848 and 1948, and 
will be carried out in the Art Gallery where 
paintings of 1848 flavor will be hung in a 
group. Ann O’Hanlon will head the installa¬ 
tion committee. The managing director is Her¬ 
man Hein, landscape architect, and Mary Pal¬ 
mer is chairman in charge of publicity, Ida 
Day Degan in charge of sculpture and Paul 
Steinmetz for landscape architects. 


The program calls for sculpture in the gar¬ 
dens. There will be prizes offered for floricul¬ 
ture which will total $6000. In the awarding of 
the prizes to gardens with sculpture arrange¬ 
ment the apportionment of the prize will be 
made between the landscape architect and 
the sculptor. 

There will be Art In Action, an outdoor play 
each evening presented by the Ross Valley 
Players, and music by the Marin Music Chest. 
In order to exhibit in the annual the artist must 
be a member of the Marin Society of Artists. 


Marion Cunningham 

The tree was beautiful, so straight, so young, its noble head against the sky, its 
roots infolded in the loved, familiar ground, its branches dancing-bright with 
blossoms . . . 

But now the lovely tree is down, broken at the roots, its blossoms scattered, 
desolate, on the weeping ground. 

Marion Cunningham is dead. 

• * * * * 

Marion Cunningham, artist, a resident of San Francisco and a native of Bakersfield, California, 
36 years old and in the full tide of a prominent career, died suddenly in New York City on March 25. 
She was at the time en route to Europe and North Africa on a sketching trip. 

* * * * 

California friends of Marion Cunningham were shocked to learn of her death. Art lovers 
throughout the nation noted with deep regret her untimely passing. 

Marion Cunningham lives on in her work and in the thoughts of her friends. 

* * * * 

For some years now in San Francisco it has been a delight to see the widely displayed silk 
screen prints of typical scenes of this city by Marion Cunningham. They catch the sparkling color and 
piquant flavor of this town in highly individualistic interpretations that evoke in the beholder a happy 
or gay response. They are bits of all right, in relation to this city, as anyone can see. And they 
are good art. * * * * 

Before her print phase, Mrs. Cunningham was noted for her pastels and oils. Her work in all 
three mediums has been familiar here in galleries and shops and popular alike with critics and the 
public. In recent years there has been an increasing demand for it among art lovers and museums 
throughout the country. Such institutions as New York’s Metropolitan Museum of Art and Cleveland’s 
Art Museum were among the many purchasers of her prints. The United States Government bought 
some and included them in an exhibit sent to Europe and South America. 

Works of Mrs. Cunningham were regularly seen for many years in the Annual Exhibition of the 
San Francisco Art Association and frequently in leading shows in New York and other cities. Her 
pastels and oils, as well as her prints, won many art prizes.

Marion Cunningham was a student at the California School of Fine Arts in 1932. She was an 
artist member of the San Francisco Art Association from 1937 until her death. She was also a member 
of the Artists Council. 

Mrs. Cunningham was charming, intelligent and popular. She contributed generously of her 
time and energy for the good of her profession. She was one of the leaders of the first open air art 
show, held here in Hotaling Place before the war. During the exposition in 1939, she participated in 
the Art-in-Action demonstrations. 

It is with deep sorrow and a profound sense of personal loss that we of the San Francisco Art 
Association record the death of Marion Cunningham and extend our heartfelt sympathy to the 
bereaved family of our late esteemed member and valued friend. 




FIRST YEAR 

One of the policies of the California School of 
Fine Arts is to prepare the art student to live in 
the world of today. The photography depart¬ 
ment has now completed its first year and has 
successfully contributed to carrying out this 
policy. A three year course is planned for this 
department; the first year to establish an as¬ 
sured use of the camera mechanically, assur¬ 
ance with compositional matters and ability to 
communicate a personal feeling; the second 
year to broaden this knowledge and to study 
in specialized fields with photographers estab¬ 
lished in fields of portraiture, architecture, cre¬ 
ative, commercial, documentary, etc. From 
this acquaintance the student can select his spe¬ 
cialty and pursue that during the third year, 
along with color aspects given. A fourth year 
is available for any student desiring to do re¬ 
search in criticism, technical problems and 
esthetics. 

In the December issue of Design , Minor White, 
instructor Photographry Department, California 
School of Fine arts, estimates the first year’s 
instruction in this experimental field. 

WALLPAPER COMPETITION 

A competition for wallpaper designs for James 
Kemball Mills is being held in April. It is open 
to students of the California School of Fine 
Arts who attended the School since the Fall of 
1945 (this includes summer session students). 

The awards for the competition will be donated 
by John R. McPhee of the McPhee Wallpaper 
Company, and will be announced at the Cali¬ 
fornia School of Fine Arts on May 16 at the 
Annual Reception and Exhibition. The works 
will be submitted to a jury of five: Dorothy 
Liebes, Mrs. Robert Kasper, Claire Falkenstein, 
and two members who have not been named, 
but will include an architect and an industrial 
designer. The winning designs will be printed 
by Mr. Mills and presented by him in Septem¬ 
ber as part of his anniversary showing. 

STUDENTS AT PHOTO LEAGUE 

The Photo League in New York plans an exhibition of 
about thirty prints which were done by students of the 
Photography Department of the California School of Fine 
Arts. This is to be in June in the League’s new rooms and 
will be on view for the summer months. The prints were 
selected mainly from Jast year's work, with a sprinkling 
of the new class’s prints. 


SOTOMAYOR MURAL 

Antonio Sotomoyor has done a mural for the 
St. Augustine Church, Pleasanton, California. 
The church was built in 1882 and has been 
remodeled recently. 

The work is a cross twenty-two and a half feet 
high and fourteen and a half feet wide and is 
on the apse over the altar. It depicts the life of 
St. Augustine, and was painted in seven sec¬ 
tions in thin oil on canvas, which was then 
mounted on one-inch plywood. This technique 
was used to prevent the sheen of the usual oil 
paints. The predominant colors are strong 
blues, reds and gold. 

Two standing figures are St. Augustine and his 
mother, Santa Monica, who converted her son 
to Christianity. At the base below these figures 
is painted a section of the valley of Pleasanton, 
thus combining the locale of the church with 
the universality of the religion. 

On the painted inner cross in white plaster is 
the body of Christ crucified, thus making a three 
dimensional painting. 

ALBERT BENDER HONORED 

Wednesday, March 17rh, St. Patrick’s Day— 
and Albert Bender’s “Birthday” was celebrated 
by the late patron’s many friends at a recep¬ 
tion held in the Anne Bremer Memorial Library 
of the California School of Fine Arts. 

A program designed to pay tribute to Mr. 
Bender and to the painters, sculptors and writ¬ 
ers who have received Grants-ln-Aid estab¬ 
lished in his memory was planned by the trus¬ 
tees of the Albert Bender Memorial Trust, of 
which Mrs. Walter Haas is Secretary. Mrs. 
John I. Walter was in charge of arrangements, 
assisted by Mrs. Eldridge T. Spencer. Flowers 
were donated by Mrs. Sigmund Stern and the 
arrangements were by Miss Alma Carlisle. The 
Women’s Auxiliary acted as hostesses. 

Mrs. Eugene S. Elkus acted as master of cere¬ 
monies for the occasion and participating on 
the program were David Eisenbach, Stanley 
Noonan and Velma King. Grants-ln-Aid win¬ 
ners present were Richard O’Hanlon, George 
Harris, Irving Norman, Edith Henrich, Jeanne 
McGahey Hart and Richard Diebenkorn.

this is to be clearly designated ‘‘jury free” on 
the entry blank and label. Artists may submit 
two entries, both of which may be accepted. 

Entry blanks are to be returned to the Regis¬ 
trar, San Francisco Museum of Art, not later 
than May 1. 

Works delivered by hand will be received ai 
the Registration Office, San Francisco Museum 
of Art May 3 and 4 between 1:00 and 5:00 
and 7:00 to 9:00 p.m. Work sent by express 
must be sent prepaid and must be received by 


May 4. Artists of the East- Bay may deliver their 
work to Swasey’s in Berkeley, or to the Oakland 
Art Gallery on May 4 between 1:00 and 
5:00 p.m. 

The jury of selection and awards will meet 
May 11 and 12. The jury of selection will con¬ 
sist of Karl Kasten, Juliette Steele, Edward 
Corbett, Hassel Smith and Vern Wieman, with 
alternates John Stoll and Ethel Weiner. The 
jury of awards will be Antonio Sotomayor and 
Erie Loran. 

The prizes will be $50 San Francisco Art Asso¬ 
ciation Prize, $50 San Francisco Art Association 
Prize, $75 Artists’ Council Prize (open only to 
artist members of the San Francisco Art Asso¬ 
ciation), $50 Artists’ Council Prize and $50 
Artists’ Council Prize. 

A reception and review will be held at the 
San Francisco Museum of Art on June 8 from 
8:00 until 10:00 p.m.
